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CHAPTER I 


WORLD PRODUCTION OF OILSEEDS, PROTEIN MEALS, FATS AND OILS 


World Production 


According to the U.S.D.A., world oilseed production increased 
by over 9 per cent in 1981 to nearly 175 million tonnes. Oilseeds 
showing major increases were soybeans (up 11%), cottonseed (up 8%), 
and peanuts (up 10%). Soybeans comprised 51.5% of total oilseeds 
produced in 1981. 


Protein meal production increased by nearly 10% in 1981, 
led by large increases in soybean and rapeseed meals. Soybean meal 
comprised over 67% of total oilmeal production in 1981. 


Oils and fats production in 1981 declined slightly, due to 
decreases in soybean oil, peanut oil and sunflowerseed oil. 


Oilseed Production, By Crop 


Soybean production increased in most countries but 
principally in the United States. Brazilian production was off 
slightly. Cottonseed, peanuts, sunflowerseed, rapeseed and flaxseed 
all showed increases. The production total for these six crops was 
164.4 million tonnes, up 9.7% over 1980 production. 


Oilseeds, Oils and Fats Trade, 1977-81 


The data in Table 3 is repeated from last year's Review, 
as the U.S.D.A. has not yet published revised data. The data shows 
a steady uptrend in the volume of edible vegetable oils traded. 
Industrial oils have not increased, animal fats show some increase 
while marine oils do not show any trend.

CHAPTER 2 
CANADIAN OILSEED PRODUCTION, PROCESSING AND TRADE IN FATS AND OILS 


Canadian Oilseeds: Area, Yield, Production 


: Oilseed acreage in general declined sharply in 1981, with 
Canola/rapeseed showing the largest decrease. Yields were up except 
in the case of soybeans. Flaxseed production increased, but Canola/ 
rapeseed, soybeans, sunflowerseed and mustardseed all decreased 
because of lower seeded acreage. 


Oilseed Processing 


Statistics Canada publishes crush volume data for Canola and 
soybeans only. For the 1980/81 crop year which ended July 31, 1981, 
Canola crushings were up by 11.8% while soybean crush volume was off 
marginally. As a result, Canola oil and meal production increased by 
about 14.6% and 10% respectively, while soybean oil and meal production 
were relatively unchanged. 


Trade - Oils and Fats 


Vegetable oils comprise nearly 90% of the edible oils and 
fats imported, and about 50% of exports in this category. Tallow is 
a major export item at 40% of exports. In 1981, total imports of 
fats and oils declined by 10% in volume, while exports grew by 13%. 
Much of the export growth in 1981 came from Canola/rapeseed oil.

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CHAPTER 3 


THE CANADIAN CANOLA/RAPESEED SITUATION 


Production and Exports - Seed 


For the 1980/81 crop year, carry-in stocks of seed were 
nearly 1.5 million tonnes, production was 2.5 million tonnes, exports 
1.4 million tonnes and the domestic crush just over 1 million tonnes. 
The domestic crush volume has been increasing gradually, and this 
trend should continue in 1981/82 as additional plant capacity is 
utilized. 


Production and Exports - Oil and Meal 


Statistics Canada reports that 418 200 tonnes of oil and 
573 600 tonnes of meal were produced in 1980/81. This is a growth 
rate of 11% for oil and meal. 


Exports of these products are also expanding at about 30% 
for oil and 16% for meal, compared to the previous crop year. 


Expanded export sales reflect the competitiveness of 
these products in terms of price and quality. In 1981, Canola oil 
was exported (in some instances as food aid) to 15 countries, while 
Canola meal found its way to 7 countries.

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CHAPTER 4 


THE CANADIAN SOYBEAN SITUATION 


Supply and Disposition - Soybeans 


In crop year 1980/81, soybean production increased to a 
record 713 200 tonnes. Imports declined slightly and exports, mainly 
of food-grade soybeans, expanded to 141 959 tonnes. The domestic 
crush volume was virtually unchanged at 929 700 tonnes. 


Soybean Oil 


Production of soybean oil increased marginally in crop year 
1980/81 to 158 900 tonnes. Imports of soybean oil declined, reflecting 
increased use and competition from Canola oil. Exports of soybean 
oil increased to 18 700 tonnes. 


Soybean Meal 


Soy meal imports were reduced in 1980/81 while exports 
increased. To some degree, this is a result of the increased use 
of Canola meal in Eastern Canada.

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CHAPTER 5 


THE CANADIAN FLAXSEED SITUATION 


Production 


In crop year 1980/81, production of flaxseed declined by 
over 40 per cent, reflecting larger carry-in stocks from the 
previous year. Large production swings from year to year are not 
unusual for this crop, as can be seen from a comparison of flaxseed 
production over the past five crop years. 


Exports - Seed, Oil and Meal 


Flaxseed exports show no particular trend although crop 
year 1980/81 saw the largest volume exported since 1971/72. The 
main importing countries are West Germany, the United States, Japan 
and the Netherlands. 


Linseed oil was exported in fair volume during 1981 to the 
Netherlands and Switzerland, while linseed meal found markets in 
West Germany, the United States and Trinidad-Tobago.
